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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County 
GENTLEMEN : 

This being my first year serving in the capacity of Super- 
intendent, I wish to report that the year 1956 is being con- 
sidered a progressive year. Many tangible and intangible 
improvements were made for better care and comfort of our 
aged residents and to make the operation of the Hillsborough 
County Home and Farm more efficient. 


Many of the buildings were painted on the outside as well 
as inside. The men’s recreation room was completely alter- 
ated and painted, thus giving it a more pleasant atmosphere. 
A portion of a small dormitory was converted into a perma- 
nent chapel thus improving the morale of the elderly resi- 
dents. The piggery was thoroughly cleaned and painted. A 
water line was installed to the turkey house. The entrance 
to the House of Correction was changed to reduce the heat 
loss, making it more convenient and safer for all concerned. 
The stonewall along the highway was repaired in parts. The 
plaster in the Administration Building was replaced and 
painted. An extensive project of repairing the steam plant 
was started to prevent the great loss of steam, thereby 
arresting the rising cost of fuel. The steam and water line to 
the piggery was completely repaired. A new unit heater was 
installed in the cow barn. A corn binder was purchased as 
well as a new tractor. | 


A registered nurse was hired to improve the physical care 
of the ailing residents. 


Produce of the Farm were as follows: 14,150 dozens of 
eggs valued at $6,800.43; milk and cream produce valued 
at $19,675.47; chickens raised and dressed for the Institu- 
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tion, valued at $2,121.62; turkeys raised and dressed 4449 
Ibs. valued at $2,224.50. We cut 184.73 tons of hay valued 
at $6,465.55; 4562% bushels of potatoes were’ raised for a 
value of $5,235.00. Pigs raised and sold in the value of 
$1,985.23. 


Livestock on hand as of December 31, were as follows: 
41 milking cows, 17 heifers, 4 heifer calves, 2 bull calves, 
989 laying hens, 21 sows, 130 young pigs, 1 boar, 3 horses. 


Be it fully understood that the changes and improvements 
and the efficient operation of the Hillsborough County Home 
and Farm would not have been realized without the splendid 
cooperation of the Board of Commissioners, the members of 
the Executive Committee, the County Delegation, the Rever- 
end Chaplains, the Home Physician, the Superintendent of 
the Moore General Hospital, the officers and employees and 
the men in the House of Correction. 


To all organizations too numerous to mention who have 
helped to improve the morale throughout the year especially 
during the holiday season.

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EXTENSION SERVICE HIGHLIGHTS IN 
HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 


We hope the following facts and figures will serve to out- 
line some of the activities and programs of your County 
Extension Service during 1956. More detailed annual reports 
are available for your inspection. at the County Extension 
Office, Post Office Building, Milford, N. H. Telephone 
Milford 45. 


Agriculture 

Farmers in Hillsborough County face difficult problems in 
today’s rapidly changing farm economy, farmers must 
operate at maximum productive capacity with top efficiency. 
To do these jobs the farmer must keep up with the newest 
scientific developments. This is the Extension Agents task 
‘to bring useful and timely information to farmers. Farm 
families were helped by the Extension Service in many 
ways. A list of a few of the major topics of Extension visits 
and meetings in 1956 include: business analysis records; 
social security and income tax; agricultural outlook, market- 
ing; farm buildings construction; development of more good 
roughage; woodlot management; fruit and vegetable pro- 
duction ; livestock production and home grounds care. 

More and more work is being done with non-farm groups. 
Lime and fertilizer recommendations were made on over 
600 soil samples, many of these from lawns and gardens in 
the urban areas. A banker-farmer program was initiated and 
a retailer marketing program with grocers continued with 
three well attended meetings being held. 


Home Demonstration 


Homemakers faced with the many problems of family 
living looked to the home demonstration program for help. 
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Homemakers and their families were helped to build and 
remodel homes; remodel kitchens ; manage time and money ; 
repair home furnishings; repair and construct clothing; buy 
and prepare nutritious food and guide and care for children. 

The Home Demonstration program is carried on in the 
following towns and cities: Amherst, Antrim, Bennington, 
Deering, Francestown, Greenfield, Goffstown, Grasmere, 
Greenville, Hillsboro, Hollis, Hudson, Litchfield, Manches- 
ter, Milford, Nashua, New Ipswich, Pelham, Lyndeboro, 
Temple, Weare and Wilton. 

During 1957 the program will be extended to more com- 
pletely cover Manchester and the surrounding areas and 
consumer education in foods will be emphasized. 


4-H Club Work 
4-H Club Work services Hillsborough County’s boys and 
girls 9-21 years of age by providing the opportunity to 
participate in a well rounded program. This program is 
aimed at developing well adjusted citizens today who may 
take their place in their community and country as adults to- 
morrow . 


Among the projects available are shop, electricity, home 
grounds, food preparation, fruit and vegetable raising, dress- 
making, food preservation, and livestock raising. 

The success of the 4-H program depends on volunteer 
leaders who freely give their time for this worthwhile pro- 
gram. Clubs are found in all towns of the county except 
Antrim, Bennington and Bedford. 


Forestry 
Most of the foresters time is spent with individual wood- 
land owners. 
Management assistance to those landowners includes 
advice on tree planting, proper management, and marketing 
of lumber or other wood products.
